M ajor O il Com pany Loses 
Fight W ith Chain O perator 


CINCINNATI (A P) 
*Tm a very 
bad guy in the eyes of major oil 
companies,” says the president of a 
small business awarded a $2.9 million 
judgment in a service station leasing 
agreement battle. 
“ I had the guts to stand up and fight 
them,” Glenn Douglas, president of 
Champion Oil Service Co. of nearby 
Hamilton, added. 
Judge David Porter of U.S. District 
Court here entered the judgment 
Wednesday in a suit filed in 1969 
against the Sinclair Oil Corp., now 
wholly-owned by the Atlantic Richfield 
Co, based in Philadelphia, Pa. 
Last November, a district court 
jury found that Sinclair was guilty of 
antitrust violations by refusing to 
terminate a lease and lease-back 
agreement with Champion for seven 
service stations here. 


Douglas said that Champion owned 
the property and equipment of the 
seven stations, and Sinclair leased 
them, used its own products and name. 
Then Sinclair leased the stations back 
for Champion to operate. 
Rut 
Douglas 
said 
that Sinclair 
started limiting its promotional ef­ 
forts, the stations began losing 
business, and Champion asked in 1965 
to dissolve the lease agreement. 
He said Sinclair “ moved in and took 
over the business” in 1968. 
Douglas said the decision by the jury 
and judge could make the suit a 
“ landmark case.” But he said “ the 
lease and lease-back mechanism is a 
perfectly legitimate way of financing 
service station developments,” 
“ The case is only important in that it 
would stop people from using such 
instruments in an illegal matter,” he 


continued 
"I felt they could've promoted the 
product 1 »etter than they did and asked 
that the long-term agreement In* can­ 
celed,” he said. “ If any dealer wanted 
out of a lease I would let them.” 
Douglas said the company didn’t go 
to court “ to persecute” the oil in­ 
dustry, but only to halt “ this illegal use 
of the agreement against us. No good, 
honest business man is going to make a 
living by suing anybody. 
“ Pin not turning my tail on the in­ 
dustry," he said, noting that he once 
worked for 15 years with the old Ohio 
Oil Co., now known as the Marathon 
Oil Co. 
Douglas said the burden is now on 
Sinclair and Atlantic Richfield to 
appeal the case, or pay the judgment 
and turn back the stations to Cham- 
pion. 
Soviet Caution O n V ietn am 
Indicates Political Changes

From what Moscow has said and 
done — or, perhaps, failed to say and 
do — it seems Soviet leaders are as 
relieved as anybody outside North 
Vietnam by suspension of the bombing 
of Hanoi and Haiphong. 
This suggests a clue to things to 
come. Possibly, Moscow foresees a 
whole new chapter in superpower 
relations that cannot begin to unfold 
until the Americans find some accept­ 
able way out of the Indochina mire. 
Maybe —- just maybe — the Russians 
even might be willing to provide a little 
extra shove to help matters along. 
Why were Soviet leaders so clearly 
worried and so meticulously careful 
about their reaction to the fierce U.S. 
bombing of their ally? 
Obviously, Moscow ardently has 
wanted to avoid upsetting the new 
trend in U.S.-Soviet relations for down- 
to-earth practical reasons involving 
the Soviet economy and its troubles. 
But there are deeper reasons, perhaps. 
Can it be that the Russians are worried 
that endless U.S. involvement in In­ 
dochina paralyzes American policy 
planning and inhibits developments of 
a sort the Kremlin would like to see 
take shape?

CINCINNATI (AP) - Tm a very 
bad guy in the eyes of major oil 
companies,” says the president of a 
small business awarded a $2.9 million 
judgment in a service station leasing 
agreement battle.

They talked affirmatively with 
the Americans about a number of 
things all the way from strategic-arms 
limitation to commerce. 
Moscow might see some important 
benefits from a modus vivendi under 
which both superpowers observe “no 
trespassing” signs. 
The United States did not interfere 
when the Russians crushed a reform 
movement in Czechoslovakia, and 
Americans officially appear resigned 
to the idea that Communist-ruled 
Eastern 
Europe 
is 
the 
Soviet 
backyard. 
The Americans, too, are being 
passive about growing Soviet influence 
in South Asia through India and 
Bangladesh and the flag-showing 
activities of the Soviet fleet in the 
Indian Ocean. Actually, the Americans 
are pulling out — or trying to pull out 
— of the Asian mainland. 
On the other hand, the Russians 
seem tacitly to indicate that they don’t 
want to step on sensitive American 
corns in the Middle East and that I .alin 
America also is the American 
backyard. 
That sort of idea would have 
frightened Europe in the 1950s. Today, 
it is less worriesome. The Common. 
Market, now expanded from six to nine 
nations, wields mighty economic 
power. The Americans have said that, 
if they can get out of Vietnam, this will 
lie the “year of Europe” in U.S. policy 
making. 
There have been assurances that the 
Americans do not plan to withdraw 
their troops from Europe. Yet the 
continued U.S. presence in Europe 
need not disturb the Russians too 
much, provided they can achieve an 
arrangem ent that insures their 
hegemony in the East while protecting 
the Soviet Union during a long period 


of badly needed internal economic 
building. 
In fact, China might be a good deal 
more worried. A Soviet-American 
detente leaves the Russians freer to 
attend to whatever they might regard 
as threatening from the Chinese 
direction and to pursue a contest with 
China for dominating influence in the 
rest of Asia. But China, too, has 
seemed careful in her reaction to the 
Vietnam events, as if just as anxious 
as the Russians not to interrupt 
processes set in motion by the events 
of 1972.

LAGOS, Nigeria (AF) 
A growing 
Arab political campaign in black 
Africa has resulted in the closing of 
Israeli embassies in three countries in 
just over a month. 
Jerusalem's ambassadors to Chad, 
( ongo-BrazzaVille and Niger 
former 
French colonies 
have had to 
abandon their posts. 
Chad expelled the Israelis, despite a 
long and close relationship, on Nov. 28 
The Marxist-oriented Congo followed 
on Dec. 31. 
A formal break seems imminent rn 
Niger, which issued a pro-Arab 
declaration Tuesday and said its ties 
with Israel were “ inopportune.”

Speaking Of Your Health 
&

We play two tables of bridge twice a 
week. Two of the men are cigar 
smokers who pollute the air with heavy 
smoke. 
At the end of the evening another 
friend and I can barely catch our 
breath. Besides the actual discomfort, 
is there any danger in such a con­ 
centration of smoke? 
Mrs. P W., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
The oppressive concentration of 
smoke from cigars and pipes has 
become a serious social problem since 
so many people have stopped smoking 
cigarettes. 
Besides the smoke, there is always 
the lingering odor that seems to in­ 
filtrate into clothes, rugs and curtains. 
It is very embarassing for non­ 
smokers to limit the social behavior of 
guests. Yet I do believe that guests 
themselves have a responsibility to 
their host in not imposing on others 
their own personal indulgence. 
Only recently the American College 
of Chest Physicians tookd the firm 
position that a roomful of cigarette or 
cigar smoke compromises the health 
of non-smokers as well as that of the 
smokers. 
So significant is their position that 
they have instituted a policy of 
separating smokers from non-smokers 
at medical meetings. 
Railroads, airplanes, buses, and all 
public places where people congregate 
are more and more establishing rules 
that separate the smoker from the non­ 
smoker. 
This must be translated into the 
home, where the fun of a social 
evening must not be imperiled by the 
avoidable physical distress of inhaling 
someone else’s smoke.

It is most important that everyone 
involved in this project knows the legal 
rights and responsibilities before

arrangement.

Unless this is done, there may be sad 
consequences for everyone involved, 
and particularly for the child who, 
after birth, may be disclaimed by the 
husband because of the technique of 
conception. 
It is not difficult to project yourself 
into the catastrophe of a family whose 
child, conceived in this manner, is 
born with a congenital birth defect. 
Before deciding on artificial in­ 
semination no stone should remain 
unturned in seeking the advice of 
lawyers, psychiatrists, and doctors, in 
order to avoid a heartache that can 
destroy total family happiness.

NEW YORK (AP) — As January 
begins, a multitude of factors lend 
support to stock market prices and so, 
quite characteristically, Wall Street 
observers, forecasters and their tribe 
are optimistic. 
First, of course, there is the ex­ 
panding U.S. economy and the 
prospect that corporate profits will 
increase somewhere between 12 and 18 
per cent. This offers probably the most 
substantial support of all. 
The past year ended with such a 
surge of activity at both wholesale and 
retail levels that many of the negative 
forecasts of a slowdown by midyear 
have been shredded and recycled more 
positively. 
F’oreign investors are expected to 
support the market as the 
U.S. 
economy, relative to their own, 
becomes stronger. Europeans now are 
undergoing a siege of inflation, and so 
their money is migrating to safety in 
America. 
The big institutions, mutual funds 
excepted, also seem to be in pretty 
sound shape, and institutions, such as 
pension funds, bank trusts and in­ 
surers are of steadily growing impor­ 
tance to stock prices. 
One characteristic that buoys the 
hopes of other investors is that as long 
as the money comes in, through in­ 
dividual and corporate contributions to 
pensions, for example, it must be 
turned out. 
The most popular medium for in­ 
vesting these funds is in the stock 
market, of course. And so, even when 
prospects aren’t very bright, some 
institutions may be forced to buy 
stocks so as not to leave their cash idle. 
The mutual funds are not so for­ 
tunate. In fact, their fate in the past 
year has been precisely opposite to 
that of other institutions. They are 
being bled of investment power by IO 
straight months of net redemptions.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


Thin column of questions rind an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
Q. What changes in the Federal 
income tax filing requirements can I 
expect when I file my 1072 return? 
A. Fewer persons will have to file 
returns next year because the income 
requirement for filing has been in­ 
creased. Generally, you must file a 
return if: I. you are single and have 
gross income of $2,060 or more ($2,800 
if you are 05 or older) or 2. you are 
married and you and your husband or 
wife are eligible to file a joint return, 
are living together at the close of the 
tax year and had $2,800 combined 
gross income ($8,550 if either husband 
or wife is 05 or older, $4,300 if both are 
05 or older). 
Q Is interest Income of $200 or less 
tax-free? 
A. No. All interest except for that 
earned on state or municipal bonds is 
taxable and must be reported on your 
Federal income tax return. Interest 
income over $200 must also be detailed 
on Schedule 
B of your 
return. 
However, dividends of $100 or less are 
not taxed. 


(J. I have just opened my own 
business. How do I get an Employer 
Identification Number? 
A. Use Form SS4 to apply for your 
E. I. number. ’IT)is form is available 
from your local Internal Revenue 
office or the nearest office of the Social 
Security Administration. The com­ 
pleted form should be filed with the 
IRS office designated in the in­ 
structions. 
Q. 
Are 
alimony 
payments 
deductible? 
A. Yes. You may deduct alimony or 
.separate maintenance payments made 
to your wife or former wife if you 
itemize deductions. These payments 
must be included in her income. 
However, payments 
specifically 
designated in the divorce decree or 
separation agreement as .support for 
minor children are not deductible bv 
you nor taxable to your wife. 
Q. Does the IRS have a booklet that 
tells a businessman how to figure out 
depreciation 
under

asset 
depreciation range system? 
A. Yes. IRS Publication 534, 
‘‘Depreciation, Amortization, and 
Depletion,” explains the new rules for 
the asset depreciation range (ADR) 
system. It’s available free by dropping 
a postcard to your Internal Revenue 
district office.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - People hav e 
been streaming into (California ev er 
since gold was discov ered in 1846, 
After the Gold Hush faded, agricul­ 
ture, oil, motion pictures, aircraft and 
aerospace industries boomed and the 
tide swelled. 
Visions of sunny beaches, moun­ 
tains, orange grov es, palm trees, and 
stucco houses with backy ard patios 
and swimming pools attracted an 
av erage of 1,000 new residents a day in 
the 19 60s. 
But in the 19 7 0s, the great tide of 
migration to California has slowed to a 
trickle. 
Some 
of 
the 
reasons: 
un­ 
employ ment, smog, ov ercrowding and 
a major earthquake. 
For 7 0 y ears California’s population 


growth rate was at least twice that of 
the nation as a whole. It zoomed 53 per 
cent in the 19 40s to 10,586,223 ; 49 per 
cent in the 19 50s to 15,7 17 ,204, and 27 
per cent in the 19 60s to 19 ,9 53,134, 
In 19 7 0, the head count topped 20 
million and (California elbowed New 
York out of its historic rank as the 
most populous state. 
But population gains were only 1 per 
cent in 19 7 0; 1.3 per cent in 19 7 1 and an 
estimated 1.2 per cent in 19 7 2, 
The biggest factor in the slowdown of 
migration to California has been the 
high rate of 
unemploy ment, par­ 
ticularly in the aerospace industry .

“ When aerospace was going strong

A change of attitude about California 
seems apparent across the country .

“ I guess that one of the biggest 
things I hear is that people are afraid 
of pollution, particularly of the air. 
And there is a fear of traffic congestion 
by people who would hav e to tlriv e to 
work on the freeway s.” 
Los Angeles County , which has 
nearly 7 million of the state’s 20.5 
million residents, lost population for 
the first time ev er in the y ear ended 
last J une 30.

Bo th co mmercial blo o d banks and 
the Ohio Red Cro ss wo rk hard try ing to 
detect hepatitis in blo o d and to zero -in 


on hepatitis-carry ing donors. 
"We’v e been u sing a new hepatitis 
detection sy stem for abou t two y ears,” 
said Dr. Melanie Kennedy , Red Cross 
medical director. "We test each u nit 
against an antibody .,, ou r detection 
rate v aries from 30-to-50 per cent."

Since 
we bo th were signed up fo r medical 
insurance under Medicare, do I just 
send the bill in fo r pay ment as I hav e 
do ne in the past? 
A. When a Medicare patient has 
died, the request fo r pay ment must be 
submitted with so me additio nal in­ 
fo rmatio n. Alo ng with the usual fo rm, 
y o u’ll need a receipt sho wing that the 
medical ex penses were paid and 
ano ther fo rm (SSA-16 6 0) which ex ­ 
plains y o ur legal relatio nship to the 
deceased Medicare beneficiary . If y o u 
need help in submitting y o ur request 
fo r pay ment, call any so cial security 
o ffice. 
Q. I’ll be 72 nex t April. I’m still 
wo rking and I plan to co ntinue. I kno w 
that after I’m 72 I’ll get my so cial 
security no matter ho w much I’m 
earning, but will the pay I get in 19 73

A. Yo u’ll get y o ur full benefits 
starting with the mo nth y o u became 
72, no matter ho w much y o u earn. In 
additio n, under recent changes in the 
so cial security law, o nly earnings y o u 
hav e befo re the mo nth y o u beco me 72 
co unt in figuring what benefits are due 
y o u fo r mo nths in 19 73 befo re y o u are 
72. So y o u can earn as much as $2,100 


this y ear during the mo nths befo re 
y o u’re 72 and still get y o ur 
full so cial

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Blood­ 
ied ing in Ohio is a million-dollar 
business, fighting to keep from giving 
you hepatitis, a liver disease that kills 
one in IO. 
It may depend on how ifs collected 
and distributed. 
“ Definitely on the increase,” said 
Dean Dugger of the Columbus Red 
Cross about bloodbuying in Ohio. 
Also going up is the number of cases 
of hepatitis, which often is contracted 
through blood transfusions. 
The disease, little known before 
World War II, now is estimated to be a 
$1 billion annual economic and social 
problem in the United States. 
Both commercial blood banks and 
the Ohio Red Cross work hard trying to 
detect hepatitis in blood and to zero-in 


on hepatitis-carrying donors. 
“ We’ve been using a new hepatitis 
detection system for about two years,” 
said Dr. Melanie Kennedy, Red Cross 
medical director. “ We test each unit 
against an antibody... our detection 
rate varies from 30-to-50 per cent.” 
The Columbus Red Cross discovers 
hepatitis in one of every 3,000 donors— 
about half as often as the national Red 
Cross average, she said. 
“ Generally this is true of most of the 
Midwest, 
where 
we

generally a cleaner environment,” Dr. 
Kennedy said. 
Columbus’ Red Cross serves IOO per 
cent of the needs of Central Ohio 
hospitals. “ And we’re only using 3 per 
cent of the 97 per cent of the population 
Answers To Questions 
About Social Security 


Q. I ’ll be 65 in August and I’m trying 
to keep up with all the latest in­ 
formation on Medicare. I read that a 
recent law changed the way I’ll enroll 
in the medical insurance part of 
Medicare. Is this true? 
A. Yes. People who become 65 in 
July or later and are eligible for 
Medicare hospital insurance w ill 
autom atically be enrolled in the 
medical insurance part of Medicare. 
However, you’ll still have the op­ 
portunity to decline enrollment if you 
decide you don’t want medical in­ 
surance coverage. 
Q. I had a heart attack 2 months ago, 
and I’m unable to work. I have been 
getting a weekly check of $60 from my 
employer’s health insurance plan. 
These checks will keep on coming for 6 
months. Since there is a waiting period 
for social security disability benefits, 
should I wait until the insurance 
checks from my employer stop before 
I apply for social security payments? 
A. No, you should call any social 
security office immediately to apply. 
Q. After my husband died recently, I 
received a bill from his doctor. Since 
we both were signed up for medical 
insurance under Medicare, do I just 
send the bill in for payment as I have 
done in the past? 
A. When a Medicare patient has 
died, the request for payment must be 
submitted with some additional in­ 
formation. Along with the usual form, 
you’ll need a receipt showing that the 
medical expenses were paid and 
another form (SSA-1660) which ex­ 
plains your legal relationship to the 
deceased Medicare beneficiary. If you 
need help in submitting your request 
for payment, call any social security 
office. 
Q. I ’ll be 72 next April. I’m still 
working and I plan to continue. I know 
that after I’m 72 I’ll get my social 
security no matter how much I ’m 
earning, but will the pay I get in 1973 
before my birthday affect my 
payments? 
A. You’ll get your full benefits 
starting with the month you became 
72, no matter how much you earn. In 
addition, under recent changes in the 
social security law, only earnings you 
have before the month you become 72 
count in figuring what benefits are due 
you for months in 1973 before you are 
72. So you can earn as much as $2,100 


this year during the months before 
you’re 72 and still get your full social 
security payments for those months as 
well as the rest of the year. If your 
earnings exceed $2,100 during the 
months before you are 72, $1 will be 
withheld from your benefits for those 
months, for every $2 you earn above 
$2,100. 


Press Freedom 
Faces Worst 
Threat Ever 


ALBANY, N.Y. (A P) - President 
Nixon’s administration presents to the 
American people in this new year “ the 
most serious challenge in modem 
history to their unrestricted access to 
information about their government,” 
the Freedom of Information Com­ 
mittee of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors said Wednesday. 
A statement by the committee said 
the latest evidence of a Nixon threat to 
freedom of the press was a White 
House aide’s announcement that the 
administration will propose legislation 
to require local broadcast stations to 
monitor network news reports. 
Robert Fichenberg, chairman of the 
committee, issued the statement. He is 
executive editor of The Knickerbocker 
News-Union Star of

nouncement by Clay T. Whitehead, 
director of the White House Office of 
Telecommunications Policy, which 
described the bill as a means to correct 
“ imbalance or consistent bias in the 
networks.”

“ We’re unique in this respect. 
Hospitals in Cleveland and Akron 
utilize both Red Cross and commercial 
blood,” she said. 
Several .sources exist for hepatitis. 
Infection can spread from shellfish in 
polluted streams, or be brought into 
the country from abroad. Most widely- 
suspected cause of the disease is the 
Australian, or “ Au” antigen. 
Much hepatitis Unlay is believed to 
be spread through blood donated by 
drug addicts infected by dirty needles, 
medical sources said. 
Because drug addicts, derelicts and 
other persons predisposed to hepatitis 
sell their blood rather than give it 
away, Dugger said the risk of con­ 
tracting hepatitis through commercial 
blood is “ IO times as great.” 
The Journal of the American 
Medical Association in its February, 
1972, issued said: “ The frequency of 
the Au antigen in commercial donor 
blood was 13-fold greater than in 
volunteer blood.” 
Tests conducted in inner-city and 
ghetto areas showed an even higher 
incidence of hepatitis, the report said. 
Columbus Biological, a commercial 
blood bank with offices in Cleveland, 
Akron, and Dayton, disputed this 
figure. 
“ We’re detecting hepatitis in blood 
with nearly IOO per cent accuracy,” 
said John Anseli, adm inistrative 
assistant. Ansell said the company’s 
new blood testing machine has a 3 to 4 
per cent error in detecting Au antigens 
in positive blood. 
Ansell had no figures on detection of 
the hepatitis germ in negative blood. 
Hepatitis in negative blood types is 
“extremely difficult” to detect and

contaminated blood allowed to reach 
hospitals, Dr. Kennedy said. 
Ansell said Biological* requires 
identification of a donor, such as a 
driver’s license, but no health 
verification. 
“ If a person looks suspicious, or is 
over 65, we’ll generally require some 
health certificate,” Ansell said. “ We 
keep files on all hepatitis infected 
donors we discover, as do all our other 
offices.” 
In 1971, Columbus Biologicals took in 
16,000 units of blood and the rate of 
infection was about one in 300, Ansell 
said. 
Red Cross centers also require no 
health verification, although they 
target hepatitis carriers through a 
national registry system. The system 
uses computerized listings of hepatitis 
patients and donors discovered har­ 
boring disease-casuing germs. 
Under federal regulations, a person 
who has had hepatitis twice cannot 


donate blood, Dr. Kennedy said. 
Federal 
legislation 
has 
been 
proposed requiring all blood banks to 
operate under the same quality testing 
methods and registration procedures. 
The Red Cross charges hospitals 
$10.50 per unit for blood, according to 
Dr. Kennedy. The figure covers 
collection, processing and distribution. 
Ansell said Biologicals now charges 
“$32.50 per unit” and more for rare 
blood. Part of the charge is to pay for 
the special hepatitis detection ma­ 
chine, he said. 
By the time hospitals add their own 
costs, a patient may pay “ thousands of 
dollars’’ for transfusions, Dugger said. 
Red Cross donors and their im­ 
mediate families are assured of free 
Red Cross blood in hospitals which 
utilize both commercial and donated 
blood products, along with all patients 
in hospitals .supplied totally by the Red 
Cross. 
Biologicals pay donors $10 per unit of 
whole blood.

In two 
years, the brain damage mended and 
Scholarship Fund Designed 


To Aid Convicted Prostitutes 


SEATTLE (AP) — The qualification 
is unusual for a scholarship fund being 
established here; Only convicted 
prostitutes need apply.

I will not 
apologize for what I have done because 
a million apologies will not undo my 
past. But I do beg your forgiveness. 
“I grieve for the men who are sent 
over there. I grieve for the pilots that 
are captured and for their families. 
And I grieve for the people they kill.” 
He added: “Sir, America is my 
home, and I love it. Still, in its quest of 
world leadership through the use of its 
military power, it is dooming itself. 
The American people are not evil even 
though our government makes us 
seem evil ....”

The Commission on Religion in 
Appalachia (CORA), headquartered in 
Knoxville, Tenn., made an eleventh- 
hour appeal to Gov. John Gilligan to 
step in and halt the crossings. 
But it appeared likely the crossings, 
approved recently by a federal court 
judge, would come off as scheduled. 
Traffic on a one-mile stretch of 1-70 
north of here was to be rerouted for a 
24-hour period, shirting at noon. 
The coal company planned to build 
huge rock and earth ram ps on which 
the “ M ountaineer” and “ T ig e r” 
shovels, each weighing about 5 million 
pounds, will cross the highway. 
The work will be done in three 
stages. First, ram ps covering the 
right-of-w ay
